It bad been rumored,, indeed, that 
Mgr. ^>atalli, in addition to the reasons 
above named, Kad been sent to Amer- 
ica on a secret niiaslon. As a special rep- 
resentative of the pope, bnt none Iia.1 
coiijectnrcd that he would be intruste.l 
with stirh autocratic power as would 
|ira.'lically make hbn the pope of 
America. \ 

The eblef reason for -tte action, and 
ibe one that obtaliu ge&ral cri.'cnce. 
is that Pope Leo's lon£ continued ill 
health has determined dh to delegate 
such dnties an properly ^devolve upon 
him to one he can implieitiy trust. 

Kuch a man is nndoubtcdly Mgr. .Sa- 
tolli, who, next to Cardinal Bompolli, is 
generally credited with standing nearer 
to the pope than any other among the 
Catholic dignitaries at IV^me. It is a 
plausible reason, hut whether it ia the 
true one can not of course bA definitely 
known at present. 

An inten-sting subject which came up 
in this discussion is whether the famous 
Dr. McUlynn case will be taken up by 
Mgr. SatoIlL It ia a weU known fact 
that the t ,\communicated pricsl Ls de- 
sirous of lieln;/ restored to oniers, an^ 
is agitating; th.; suhj.!ct with all the 
means in his p<.wer. 

One of the uhicf reasons why he re- 
qnests a hearing Is that anlHclent evi- 
dence was not presented in bis behalf 
at Home. He baa frequently stated 
that if the evidence had been taken In 
New York, his noted oontrorersy with 
Archbishop Corrigoa wonld bave result- 
ed In bis favor. 

Sow tliat atudi on opportunity Is of- 
fered him it ia iiot tlujught that he will 
let It pass, and probably the first action 
by Mgr. Satolli in his new official ca- 
pacity as arbitrator, will be a reopen- 
inffof tlieease.
